Mr. Van Wyck said he merely wanted 
to get the idea in some way before the 
Senate. Some things, Mr. Van Wyck 
said, were very remarkable. The very 
moment a land grant forfeiture loomed 
up in this body, terror seized them in 
some directions. The bill was demanded 
by the unanimous consent of the Ameri- 
can people. There was at least unanimity 
there, whether there had or had not been 
unanimity in other places which he had 
not been permitted to refer to. Soon the 
bill would be met by appropriation bills, 
and then ingenious gentlemen would, by 
long speeches, be able to prevent its con- 
sideration. Only one of the forfeiture 
bills had been able to get through Con- 
gress, and that was the bill that the rail- 
road company itself had been anxious to 
get passed. Had the Senators for- 
gotten the celebrated letters written by 
the celebrated historian, Huntington, of 
the Central Pacific, as to what was done 
about the Texas Pacific when he was 
lobbying here? We should be admon- 
ished by that history to furnish no oppor- 
tunity for any other historian like Hunt- 
ington as possibly Huntington himself to 
duplicate or reproduce similar historical 
chapters. Mr. Van Wyck wished to say 
this much now, because he did not know

The nations of the earth under the doc- 
trine of “natural rights’’ had been dump- 
ing their paupeys and criminals and dan- 
gerous und uneasy elasses upon us until, 
in Ingalls’ opinion, in view of recent 
events in New York, Cincinnati and Chi- 
cago, the time had come to consider 
whether we might not be called on to 
modify in some degree our views as to the 
significance of the declaration of Ameri- 
can independence and the universal rights 
of man.
